Plant  breeding,  experimentation,  and  develop¬ 
ment  are  important  phases  of  the  nursery  business 
to  which  we  have  devoted  considerable  time.

The  Hollywood  Plum  is  rapidly  gaining  favor 
and  we  feel  certain  that  it  will  become  very  pop¬ 
ular  due  to  its  great  merit,  both,  as  an  ornamental 
and  as  a  fruiting  variety.  Test  shipments  have 
been  made  to  the  principal  fruit  markets  of  the 
West,  and  in  all  cases  the  price  received  has  been 
very  much  higher  than  that  paid  for  competing  var¬ 
ieties.  In  one  case  the  Hollywood  Plum  brought 
five  cents  per  pound  against  one  and  a  half  cents 
for  competitive  plums.

This  wonderful  plum  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
results  of  our  plant  breeding  efforts  *  Great  mass¬ 
es  of  white  flowers  very  early  in  the  spring  are 
followed  by  the  beautiful  shining  red  fruits  and 
red-green  foliage;  the  top  of  the  leaf  is  deep 
green  while  the  under  side  is  red.  The  contrast  is 
very  pleasing  and  is  maintained  throughout  the 
season.  It  is  a  heavy  and  consistant  producer  of 
the  most  delicious  free  stone  fruit  you  have  ever 
eaten.  The  skin  is  crimson-red  with  dark  red  flesh 
and  a  small  pit.  Being  free  stone,  the  acid  found 
at  the  pit  of  most  plums  is  entirely  absent  from 
this  variety.  Jam  made  from  this  plum  is  the  best 
ever  and  rates  with  strawberry  jam  on  our  table. 

This  tree -will  give  you-  ornamental  value  equal 
to  other  ornamental  plums  and  at  the  same  time  it 
will  produce  for  you  the  finest  of  fruit  at  a  time 
when  good  stone  fruits  are  really  appreciated;  it 
ripens  here  about  the  10th  of  June.  It  is  a  solid 
fleshed  plum  that  can  be  eaten  ’’without  putting  on 
a  bib.n  It  will  become  popular  as  a  commercial 
fruit  because -it  is  solid,  ships  well,  and  roaches 
the  market  with  its- full  natural  beauty. 

It  lias  been  under  test  for  nine  years  and  has 
met  our  fondest  hopes.  The  original  tree  has  never 
been  sprayed,  yet  there  are  no  signs  of  insects  or 
diseases.  It  has  produced  consistantly  without 
other  varieties  to  furnish  pollen.  The  fruit  hangs 
on  the  tree  until  it  is  nearly  dry;  therefore,  un¬ 
used  fruit  does  not  create  an  unsightly  mess  on 
the  ground.

The 
color  is  a  beautiful  shade  of  dark  unfading  red 
and  has  shown  no  tendency  to  blue  with  age.  The 
plant  is  a  moderate  climber  and  has  shown  remark- 
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able  resistance  to  rose  diseases.  The  flowers  are 
carried  on  good  steins  for  cutting  and  are  produced 
throughout  the  growing  season. 

CL.  DAINTY  BESS.  A  single  climber  that  is  al¬ 
most  continuously  in  bloom  from  April  to  November. 
The  name  is  very  appropriate;  the  slender  rosy- 
salmon  buds  are  held  daintily  on  thin  wiry  stems. 
When  open  the  flowers  have  broad  fimbriated  petals 
of  pale  rose.  The  large  cluster  of  wine  colored 
stamens  add  a  distinctive  touch  to  this  delightful 
rose.
